Councilman Clark May 
Sue Fellow Councilmen 


Albany City Councilman, Rich- 
ard O, Clark, has indicated he is 
preparing to file suit against his 
fellow Councilmen, because he 
claims “my rights as a Council- 
man” ‘have been violated, due to 
che fact that the other four Al 
bany City Councilmen failed to 
agree to his appointing Albany 
attorney Herbert Rubin as a 
member of the Aibany Planning 
and Zoning Commission. 

Clark had originaliy attempted 
to appoint Rubin to the Commis- 
sion on April 17. In a surprise 
move, without previously discuss- 
ing it with the Council, nor noti- 
fying his present appointee, Wil- 
liam Johnson, who still retains 
his position on the Commission, 
and who is now serving as 
Chairman, Clarke made his move 
to place Rubin on the Commis- 
sion by requesting that City At- 
torney Larry Saler prepare the 


jecessary resolution for the ap- 
pointment. However, when the 
resolution was imtroduced by 
Clark at the following week’s 


Council meeting, the motion died 
for lack of a second. Ccuncilmen 
indicated because Rubin was one 
of a number of citizens who had 
filed suit against the City in re 
gards to their landfill operation, 
he was not suitable for serving 
on a City Commission. 


This is not the first time an ap- | 


pointee of Councilman Clark has 
been considered ‘‘unsuitable” by 
his fellow Councilmen. 

Approximately eight years ago, 
on June 1, 1964, the Albany City 
Council voted 4 to 1 against the 
appointment of Dr.’Cecil Thomas 
of Albany, to the Albany Civil 
Service Commission. 

Thomas, a minister and mem- 
ber of the Bay Area Freedom 
Riders, had been arrested and 
spent two nights in a Jackson, 
Mississippi, jail in 1961, accord- 
ing to information supplied to 
Council members. A majority of 
the Council voted against Clark’s 
nomination of Thomas, “‘on the 
grounds that a man who may 
feel contempt for laws,: should 
not serve on a commission that 
has to do with the hiring and 
firing of policemen.” 

Approximately a month after 
nis unsuccessful attempt to seat 
Thomas on the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Clark nominated Her- 
bert Rubin to the Commission, 
and his action met with the ap- 
proval of the Council. 

Clark made his announcement 
of his suit plans, not at a regular 
Council meeting, but at last 
week’s meeting of Friends of Al- 
bany Hill, a group headed by Ru- 
bin and Catherine Webb, who op- 
pose a planned $2 million devel- 
opment on Albany Hill, and who 
propose to raise funds towards 
the purchase of land on the crest 
(and possibly the north and west 


slopes) of the Hill, to be used as! 


a park. 

The concensus of opinion among 
Albany citizens, who remember 
the 1960 opinion rendered to the 
City by the then State Attorney 
General Stanley Mosk, is that 
Councilman Clark will fail in his 
suit.

Appeal OKed 


The Albany City Council up- 
hela the appeal of Albany arcni- 
tect Leon Kimovy, of 715 Hillside 
Avenue, and denied the granting 
of a permit to Mrs, Peter 
Tam, for a variance for’ construc- 
tion at 711 Hillside.

Immediately following the pub- 
lic hearing Monday night, and 
without giving other Council 
members a chance to discuss it, 
Councilman Richard Clark made 
a motion for the adoption of the 
Plan, His motion died for lack 
of a second, primarily because 
the other Councilmen wanted a 
chance for discussion and to ques- 
tion the planner, Theodore Os- 
mundson, on various items in the 
plan. 

Bud Rooney, Albany Park and 
Recreation Dept. Superintendent, 
in introducing Mr, Osmudson, in- 
dicated that the General Plan 
being presented was the result 
of three years of hard work, and 
had three public hearings before 
Albany citizens. Osmundson 
noted that the Plan tried to in- 
corporate the needs of the com- 
munity, determined by a survey 
taken among residents of the 
City, including University Vil-

Council Delays Parks 


Although the majority of the 
Council indicated they thought 
the City should begin immediate- 
ly to upgrade the present parks, 
with a priority list, they did not 
see the necessity of including an 
Albany Hill Park in the Plan, 
without further study (especial- 
ly when the property under con- 
sideration is private property and 
they are not sure if and how it 
can be obtained). 

Councilman Lewis Howell 
stated that since he was the one 
who made the motion for the 
present 90-day Hill freeze, he 
would not hesitate to extend it 
if it becomes necessary. He also 
indicated that now is the time for 
the two factions (for and against 
a Hill Park) to get togeher on a 
plan that will be accepted by the 
majority of the people in the 
community. 

Mayor Joe Carlevaro expressed 
hesitancy over adopting the Plan, 
as far as Feeny Field Park was 
concerned, Since the Field is ac- 
tually located in El Cerrito, he 
questioned the City’s right to 
spend the estimated $310,000, pro- 
posed by the planner, on property 
in another city and county. He 
also indicated that, as yet, no 
one is sure just what the Albany 
Unified School Disrict’s plans 
were for the area. 

Among other areas listed by 
the Council for further study and 
discussion (in regards to the 
Plan) were: the possibility of us- 
ing some of the University Vil- 
lage property as open space, an 
outdoor swimming pool, more 
usage of BART Linear Parkways, 
joint use of school playgrounds, 
Albany Hill parks, and methods 
of financing.

Neil Havlik, a member of the 
newly-formed Friends of Albany 
Hill, presented a totally new Al 
bany Hill Park plan, which en- |

Councilman Clark accused his | 
fellow Council members of nit 
picking by refusing to adopt the 
Plan, He also chided the Coun- 
cil for continually refusing to 
consider relinquishing the Albany 
Hill summit for an East Bay Re- 
gional Park, because they could | 
not use their own law enforce-| 
ment agency to police the area. 
In his opinion, he said, the City 
could provide the same services 
to the Park as they now do to 
University Village, which is not 
City-owned, 

Under the “good of the City’ 
Neil Havlik also suggested that 
the Council investigate the possi- 
bility of developing the Point 
Fleming area into a park, as it 
already contains a beautiful na- 
tural beach.
